Columbus, O., Feb. 8.—Health, safe­ 
ty and general welfare of workers on 
one hand and preservation and en­ 
couragem ent of capital on the other 
are the twin objects of the new in­ 
dustrial commission which Governor 
Cox plans to establish. 
It will have 
detailed supervision of all the work 
now done by the state board of arbi­ 
tration, 
state 
liability 
board 
of 
awards, examiner of steam engineers, 
inspector of workshops and factories, 
chief inspector of mines and the com­ 
missioner of labor statistics. 
It will 
exercise an influence on hundreds of 
millions of Ohio capital and hundreds 
of thousands of laborers. 
The plan, worked out in detail now, 
is 
being 
incorporated into a bill, 
which probably will be introduced in 
the senate early next week by Sena­ 
tor William Green of Coshocton. 
It 
is being prepared by Special Counsel 
Frank Davis of the attorney general’s 
office. Many Wisconsin ideas are em­ 
bodied in it. 
.Salaries of the three members of 
t he 
commission 
probably 
will 
be 
placed at |6,000 a year. 
Their term s 
will be for six years. 
By placing the several departm ents 
under one head, not only will a large 
amount of money be saved to the 
state in salaries, but much duplication 
of work will be eliminated. 
The bill 
as drawn gives the commission power 
of supervision over “every 
employ­ 
ment and place of employment" and 
authority to require the “protection of 
life, 
health, 
safety and welfare of 
every employe." 
The power of the commissioners is 
placed above the civil service, in that

can establish museums and schools 
Kxt ____ 
, ........ ui gaiety and hy­ 
gienic devices, order reasonable stand­ 
ards for the construction of places if 
employment and appoint a temporary 
board of arbitration to serve under it. 
One of the most sweeping clauses

standards and regulations and as a 
corollary to this proposition will be 
one to repeal a number of the stat­ 
utes which now require regulations. 
The five free employment bureaus 
now operated under the commissionr 
of labor statistics will be under the 
proposed new' commission. Other em­ 
ployment agencies will be licensed. 
Power is given to make industrial 
surveys of the state and to study the 
laws in other countries. 
Moving pic­ 
ture shows may also come within the 
scope of the commission’s regulations. 
This would include censorship.

TRUSTED CONVICT HAS 
CHARGE OF PRISON FARM 


“Harry W. Gazelle, former Cleve­ 
land banker, serving five years in 
the penitentiary for embezzlement, 
has been appointed superintendent 
of the prison farm near Orient by 
the state board of administration,” 
says the Columbus Dispatch, 
"He took charge of the property 
last Saturday, February I, succeed­ 
ing A. R. Henderson, of Scioto coun­ 
ty, who was dropped from the state 
payroll. 
Mr. 
Henderson, 
whose 
home is in Portsmouth, has been in 
charge of the farm for the past two 
years, drawing a salary of $100 per 
month. 
“Results from the farm have not 
been entirely satisfactory to the ad- 
mistration board, and three weeks 
ago they decided to send Gazelle out 
and permit him to recommend any 
changes that he might deem neces­ 
sary. 
Has Worked Wonders. 
“Allen W. Thurman, of the ad­ 
ministration board, is authority for 
the statem ent that 
wonders 
have 
been worked in the place since Ga- 
ceile has been there, and it was de­ 
cided to put him in complete charge, 
the change becoming effective Feb­ 
ruary I. 
“For several months Gazelle has 
been granted unusual freedom be­ 
cause of his knowledge of bookkeep­ 
ing and general clerical work. 
For 
several weeks he was employed in 
the office of the board of administra­ 
tion assisting Miss Nye, payrole of­ 
ficer, in making a card index of her 
work, and answering correspondence 
He has always kept the faith impos­ 
ed, and has proved a model prisoner. 


Made Study of Fanning, 
I 
“From the tim© he entered the 
state prison he has shown interest in 
farm work, and lias purchased farm 
magazines whenever 
possible, 
im­ 
proving his idle moments. 
At the 
administration board Gazelle check­ 
ed up the work of the prison farm, 
and found many places where profit­ 
able suggestion could f>e made which 
were accepted by President Thur­ 
man, and In turn given to Superin­ 
tendent Henderson, 
“Three weeks ago he was sent to 
the farm, and so successful has been 
his work that the board decided to 
appoint him 
superintendent, 
and 
save th© state $100 per month that 
was being paid Mr. Henderson. 
In Complete Control. 
“As superintendent of the farm, 
Gazelle, tltho a prisoner of the state, 
will have charge of the expenditure 
of thousands Of 
dollars 
a n n u a l l y , 
aim will be in complete control of all 
prisoners sent from the penitentiary 
to work on the farm. 
“The 24 prisoners now there have 
given the new superintendent their 
word that they w ill assist him in 
©very way possible in making the 
farm a success financially and other­ 
wise, and will not take advantage of 
the liberties that have been granted 
them. 
Parole Was Protested. 
“Two months ago Gazelle applied 
for a parole, 
but 
petitions 
from 
Cleveland began to pour in upon the 
board aud action on the parole was 
postponed. 
The protests were flied 
by depositors in the bank 
which 
failed in Cleveland, and in which 
Gazelle was an officer, 
and 
from 


which lie was found guilty of em­ 
bezzling funds. 
It is possible that 
the application will be acted upon 
later. 
“The term of Gazelle does not ex 
pire for about seven months, As soon 
as he is released from the prison it 
is probable that he will be asked to 
remain in charge of the prison farm, 
and put upon the state payroll at 
$100 per month, the same as has 
been paid since the farm was start­ 
ed, to the superintendent In charge.'

MEANS YEAR IN RENO 


Nevada 
House 
Vitally Amends the 
Existing Divorce Law. 
Reno, Nev., Feb. 8.—By a vote of 
30 to 22, the house of the Nevada leer* 
islature killed the existing six months’ 
residence divorce law by adoption of 
the amendment which 
has 
literally 
shaken the entire state to its very 
foundations. 
The new law, if simi­ 
larly passed by the senate early next 
week, changes the period of residence 
necessary to secure a divorce to one 
year in the state and six months in 
the county where the action is flied. 
It is effective Jan. X, 1914. Such citi­ 
zenship only applies to divorce seek­ 
ers.

The story came to light In a li tter 
written by Allen Pinkerton, in 1866.

erton discovered the plot and saved 
Lincoln’s life.

B, depot* Mr Kenney had the driver 
take na around the city until It was 
just about time to reach the depot 
five minutes after the train was due 
to leave. 
We left the carriage at a 
dark spot a short distance from the

myself, the latter leaning on my arm
